RULE CHANGES. 


N this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, beginning 

on page 650, will be found a _ record of 
changes made by the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission in its rules of racing, as disclosed 
by comparison of the old book, issued in 1924, 
with the new book, issued this month. Persons 
interested in racing in Kentucky, as well as else- 
where, should note the changes. 


As regards rule 53, there appears to be one 
construction by horsemen and another by racing 
officials. The objecting horsemen take the rule 
to mean that the averaging must be done for 
each day, whereas racing officials maintain that 
the averaging may be done for the meeting. 


For instance, the average required for the 
Kentucky Association’s spring meeting at Lex- 
ington is $600 per race, the minimum purse per- 
mitted being $500. Some of the horsemen have 
contended that where eight races have been 
given at Lexington the total of the daily pro- 
gram is intended under the rule to be not less 
than $4,800. 


President Sewell Combs of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation, who is also a member of the State 
Racing Commission, has justified the presenta- 
tion of a iesser daily total by construing the 
rule to mean that the association is privileged to 
make up the average on days of its choice 
throughout the meeting, the length of which this 
spring is 10 days. 


In other words, as President Combs sees it, 
the association could have a program of eight 
races of $500 each, total $4,000, one day; eight 
races of $600 each, total $4,800, another day, and 
eight races of $700 each, total $5,600, a third day, 
and not have violated the rule. Which is to say 
that so long as the aggregate for 10 days is 
$48,000 the Kentucky Association lives up to the 
rule. 


It is doubtful if horsemen generally approve 
of this construction. This construction would 
Seem to negative rule 54, which had its origin 
when horsemen complained that racing secre- 
taries failed to add to substitute races the 


amounts specified in the condition book for the 


races originally programmed and afterward de- 
clared off. 

Distribution of added money on a _ daily 
system, rather than on the system practiced by 
the Kentucky Association, would remove basis 
for charges of favoritism such as might be 
made in the event the winner of one of the 
larger purses, created out of money not given 
on and brought over from previous days, should 
be a horse belonging to an officer of the Ameri- 
can Turf Association or one of its subsidiaries 
in Kentucky. 


The condition book for the Kentucky Associa- 
tion spring meeting called for the following 


purses:

As this is written eight of the 10 days of the 
meeting have been completed. Let us see what 
has happened in the way of changes in the dis- 
tribution during those eight days. Two $600 
purses on the first day, April 16, were declared 
off and two $500 purses substituted therefor, 
decreasing the daily total from $5,100 to $4,900. 
April 18 three $600 purses were changed to $500 
purses and one $500 purse was changed to $600. 
This decreased the total for the second day from 
$4,500 to $4,300. On April 19 two $600 purses 
were changed to $500 purses, reducing the total 
for the third day from $4,500 to $4,300. On April 
20 the same thing occurred, reducing the total 
from $5,000 to $4,800. 

The press took notice of the changes and this 
brought the expression from President Sewell 
Combs that the averaging could be done over 
the spread of the meeting. 

April 21 one $500 purse was changed to $600, 
increasing the total for the fifth day from $4,700 
to $4,800. April 22 two purses of $500 were 
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increased to $600 and one was elevated from 
$600 to $800. This advanced the distribution 
for the sixth day from $4,600 to $5,000. April 
23 one $600 purse was decreased to $500 and one 
$500 purse was increased to $600, making no 
change in the total of $5,100. April 25 three 
purses of $500 were increased to $600, bringing 
the total from $4,500 to $4,800 and exhausting 
the undistributed accumulation. 

Nothing appears to have been gained by these 
changes, except that the racing secretary was 
able to “split’’ certain races when others were 
declared off, saving him the necessity of posting 
conditions for substitute races and making 
solicitations for entries to them. On the whole 
it does not apear to have been a practice satis- 
factory to horsemen generally. 

The State Racing Commission should construe 
the rule. That would at least make it clearly 
understood. 


THOROUGHBREDS IN U. S. A. 

N April 17 THE BLoop-HORSE was asked by 

Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary of the Horse 
Association of America, Chicago: “How many 
living Thoroughbred Horses do you estimate 
there are in existence in the United States?” 
He added: “If I recall rightly there were around 
12,000 racing last year. With this as a base, 
please give me your best judgment on total 
number, eliminating the cripples and discards 
that are now pulling huckster’s wagons on city 
streets.” 


We did not feel qualified to answer this ques- 
tion without assistance from keepers of The 
American Stud Book. Accordingly an apneal 
to Algernon Daingerfield, Assistant Secretary 
of The Jockey Club, New York, and on April 21 
we were accommodated by that genial and 
efficient official with the following interesting 
statement, which has been transmitted to Mr. 
Dinsmore, who, by the way, is an indefatigable 
worker for the demotorization of American 
farms; the use of horses for short hauls gen- 
erally, and for the better health of men and 
women of the nation through invigorating horse- 
back riding: 

“The office of The Jockey Club made out 
statistics for the Agricultural Department of 
the Government with a carefully compiled esti- 
mate of Thoroughbred horses in the United 
States as 48,000. 

“The new volume of The Stud Book will con- 
tain the names of 32,000, and with the Thor- 
oughbreds owned and used by hunt clubs as 
hunters, saddle horses, etc., and the new crop of 
foals, we brought this estimate to the figures 
as above.” 

We think this is the best information obtain- 
able and that the estimate is as reliable as it 
could be made.

MARYLAND 


HAVRE DE GRACE DOES WELL. 


HE racing public’s appreciation of the good 
competition and wholesome aspects of the 
sport in Maryland has been very much in evi- 
dence during the Havre de Grace meeting. Ex- 
cellent crowds are attending during the week and 
on Saturdays, and an enormous amount of 
money is passing through the mutuel machines. 
Last Saturday, April 23, there were approxi- 
mately 25,000 on hand for the program which 
included the running of the Philadelphia Handi- 
cap, won by little Lightning Bolt. Many persons 
notable in sport and other fields have been in 
attendance, including Vice-President Curtis. 
Monday, April 18, Spinach made his first start 
of the year and won impressively, but on the 
following Saturday he failed miserably in the 
Philadelphia. Tuesday, Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s 
Derby-Preakness candidate Over Time won a 
test affair for 3-year-olds. Wednesday, Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson had two winners, Happy Scot 
and Gay Party, both saddled by Preston M. 
Burch and ridden by “Buddy” Hanford, who also 
had one other winner, Garden Message, owned 
by Mrs. T. H. Somerville. 


LIGHTNING BOLT’S PHILADELPHIA. 

Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Lightning Bolt (111) 
showed a fine effort, under the urging of Jockey 
Pete Walls, to get up in the closing strides and 
beat Walter M. Jeffords’ Aegis (104), a son of 
Man o’ War, for first money in the twentieth 
Philadelphia Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Havre de Grace 
April 23. Aegis and Admiral C. T. Grayson’s 
Happy Scot (107), running as an entry, were 
second and third, with S. W. Labrot’s Tred Avon 
(106) fourth. Seven went to the _ post, and 
stayed there eight minutes because of the cutting 
up of Lady Broadcast (110). Off to a good start, 
Aegis, Happy Scott and Tred Avon raced head 
and head, the Jeffords colt having the advantage 
of the rail position around the first turn. After 
half a mile the positions remained the same, 
Walls holding Lightning Bolt in reserve slightly 
back of the leaders. On the second turn the La- 
brot filly dropped back as Lightning Bolt chal- 
lenged. Happy Scott wilted next, after his fash- 
ion, and Lightning Bolt had only Aegis to catch. 
It was no easy job. Both horses and both jock- 
eys were trying desperately all through the 
stretch. The duel carried them six lengths out 
ahead of the tiring Happy Scott, and only an 
inch separated the two leaders as they flashed 
across the line. The “also rans,” besides Tred 
Avon and Lady Broadcast, were B’ar Hunter 


(106) and Spinach (114), the favorite, which 
finished last.

THE PREAKNESS. 

The Maryland Jockey Club, by placing the date 
of the Preakness Stakes on May 14, a week after 
the Kentucky Derby, has forfeited some of the 
publicity that ordinarily is given the Maryland 
classic. The Derby is drawing most of the 
public attention, and the prospects for the Preak- 
ness will not be clearly outlined until the Derby 
has been decided. With the Derby decided, how- 
ever, eyes will be turned generally towards the 
famous old Pimlico course in anticipation of its 
most famous race. 

The Preakness will be broadcast over an 
NBC-WJZ network, beginning approximately at 
4:30 p. m.

Two microphones 
will be placed on the track, one on the outside 
rail 60 yards in front of the starting point and 
the other on the inside rail 10 yards from the 
finish line. A microphone in the stewards’ stand 
and another in the paddock will be manned by 
Clem McCarthy, of New York, and John Wil- 
burn, of Baltimore. 
TICK ON’S FINE WORKOUT. 

Sharpening up for the Chesapeake Stakes, to 
be run Saturday of this week at Havre de Grace, 
the Loma Stable’s Tick On, second choice for 
the Kentucky Derby, turned in the fastest re- 
ported workout of the year for a _ 3-year-old.

FLORIDA 

STATE’S REVENUE FROM RACING. 

CCORDING to statistics compiled in the 

office of the Florida State Racing Com- 
mission at Tallahassee and given to the press on 
April 22, the gross revenue collected by the 
State from the operation of three horse and nine 
dog racing tracks in Florida from December 1, 
1931, to April 1, 1932, under the law passed last 
year over Governor Doyle E. Carlton’s veto was 
$737,290.40. The Racing Commission’s expenses, 
including salaries and operating costs, amounted 
to $45,800.08, as of April 7. Thus a little more 
than $9,000 was passed to each of Florida’s 67 
counties as its pro rata share of the revenue, 
which was accumulated by a tax of 3 per cent 
on the $17,365,424 of turnover in the pari-mutuel 
and totalisator offices, amounting to $520,962.72, 
and tax on the _ 1,130,234 total attendance, 
amounting to $179,946.68, this tax being gathered 
at the rate of 15 per cent of the admittance 
receipts at horse tracks and 10 cents on each 
paid attendance to dog tracks. The detailed in- 
formation for the horse tracks follows: 

Florida Jockey Club, Inc., St. Johns Park, ten racing 
days 27,351 attendance and $397,277 total betting. 
Gables Racing Association, Inc., Tropical Park, Coral 
Gables, 34 racing days, 104,625 attendance and 

$2,810,187 total betting. 


Miami Jockey Club, Inc., Hialeah Park, 39 racing days, 
154,793 attendance and $6,242,685 total betting. 


BIG BOOST FOR RACING. 

The outstanding feature of the fourth annual 
horse lovers’ dinner at Boston, Wednesday, April 
20, was the address of Governor Joseph B. Ely 
of Massachusetts. It was spoken before the mi- 
crophone and was heard throughout the land. 
Governor Ely not only eulogized the horse, but 
he was particularly clear in expressing his hope 
that the Massachusetts Legislature may take 
favorable action on the horse racing bill now in 
the hands of committees of the House and the 
Senate. The measure is sponsored by the East- 
ern Horse Club, which has its headquarters in 
Boston.

AT LEXINGTON. 


HE 10-day meeting which opened the Ken- 

tucky racing season at the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track comes to a close Wednesday of this 
week, April 27, to be followed on Friday by a 
charity day at Churchill Downs, Louisville, and 
the regular 19-day meeting at that course, open- 
ing the following day, Saturday, April 30. The 
Lexington meeting, naturally, is “no great 
shakes.”’ Obliged to reduce its purses to the 
minimum allowed by the new rule of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, the Association 
did not attract a very high class of horses. 
Crowds were fair, except when weather condi- 
tions intervened, though there is little doubt that 
many more would have attended if the Lexing- 
ton track had been allowed to cut its admission 
from the $2 figure which now prevails. 

The pari-mutuel play for the first eight days 
of the meeting totaled $473,065, daily average 
$59,120. The best day, wagering considered, was 
Saturday, April 23, when $85,690 was handled. 
The worst day was the following Monday, April 
25, when only $41,584 passed through the ma- 
chines. For the latter day a terrific rain and 
hail storm: of the previous night had reduced the 
track to its worst condition of the meeting, and 
further rains had sufficed to keep the crowd 
away. It appears that the 10 per cent “take” 
and the reduction of the daily license fee to $500 
will be enough to make the meeting profitable. 

Tuesday, April 19, Adobe Post galloped to an 
easy victory over E. R. Bradley’s Derby hope, 
Brother Joe, but on the following Friday Brother 
Joe and his stablemate, Burgoo King, turned the 
tables by running one-two in a mile and 70 yards 
test with C. T. Fisher’s Cee Tee third and Adobe 
Post fourth. 

Wednesday, Mr. Fisher saw his colors carried 
te victory twice, once by Parfait (in the purse 
race which was substituted for the Ashland 
Oaks) and once by Hasty Peter. Mr. and Mrs. 
Fisher were visitors at the track for several days 
of the meeting. Saturday, April 23, E. F. Prich- 
ard’s Tannery, running under the name of G. 
Henze because of a death in the family, captured 
the purse race substituted for the Camden Han- 
dicap. Tannery has never been beaten over the 
Lexington track, having won the Ben Ali and 
Camden Handicaps last year and the purse races 
substituted for them this year. 

KENTUCKY DERBY. 

Top Flight continues to rule favorite for the 
Kentucky Derby, which is to have its fifty-eighth 
running at Churchill Downs, Saturday, May 7. 
Her price in Tom Shaw’s book was shortened to 
4 1-2 to 1 on Friday of last week, and the day 
following she worked a mile at Belmont Park in 
1:41 4-5, with Derby weight up and well in hand 
at the finish. Top Flight is likely to start in 
the Wood Memorial Stakes, one mile and 70 
yards, at Jamaica, Saturday of this week. The 
last two winners of the Kentucky Derby—Gal- 
lant Fox and Twenty Grand—were winners of 
that event, so if Top Flight should win it that 
may be taken as a good omen for success at 
Louisville. 

Tick On, which has been improving in his gal- 
lops, while his stablemate, On Post, has been 
disappointing Trainer Max Hirsch in his trials, 
remains second choice in the Shaw book at 5 to 
1. Tick On is expected to start in the Chesa- 


peake, $10,000 added, 1 1-16 miles, at Havre de 
Grace Saturday of this week. 

Burning Blaze, the third choice at 6 to 1, 
worked a mile and a quarter, the Kentucky Derby 
distance, at Churchill Downs in 2:13 4-5 over a 
slow track on Friday of last week. He was 
seemingly tired when he pulled up, but tired 
horses improve and Trainer J. J. Greely was 
pleased with the work. John B. Partridge, for- 
mer trainer of the Shandon farm reliance, is still 
high on the colt and has backed him for a sub- 
stantial sum. 

Liberty Limited is doing his work well for 
Trainer John F. Schorr and the Three D’s Stable’s 
owners, the Messrs. Waggoner, are pleased. 

The showing made last week by Brother Joe 
and Burgoo King, when they humbled Adobe 
Post, winner of his previous outing over the Lex- 
ington course, heightened the’ hopes of Col. E. R. 
Bradley and his able Idle Hour Farm staff, head- 
ed by Manager Barry Shannon and Trainer Dick 
Thompson. Brother Joe now is 20 to 1. R. M. 
Eastman’s Cathop’s mile and an eighth in 1:56 2-5 
on April 20 for Trainer Tommy Taylor gave a 
good impression to the work-watchers at 
Churchill Downs, where J. W. Parrish’s Cold 
Check, well supported by his connections, has 
been doing all that Trainer Bill Crump has asked 
of him. The same can be said of J. B. Respess’ 
Our Fancy, in the hands of Trainer C. H. (Tobe) 
Trotter. Joe G. Chinn, at Lexington, still be- 
lieves that he has better than an extreme out- 
sider’s chance with I Pass. Gallant Sir, of the 
Northway Stable, owned by Norman W. Church, 
has arrived at Churchill Downs from Tanforan. 
He has created a fine impression among the rail- 
birds who have marveled at his size. Jockey L. 
McAtee has been asked to ride him in the Derby. 
His price was cut from 60 to 1 to 20 to 1, after 
a wager of $200 was sent East from California. 
Lon Jones is working Barashkova at Louisville 
with intention to start him if he continues to 
improve. 

Tom Shaw has said that the heaviest played 
horses in his book are Top Flight, Burgoo King, 
Brother Joe, Liberty Limited, Burning Blaze, 
Cold Check, Gallant Sir, War Plane, Stepenfetch- 
it and Prince Hotspur. 

If fewer than 16 horses go to the post, the net 
value of the Derby to the winner this year will 
be less than $50,000 for the second time since 
1921, in which year Behave Yourself earned $38,- 
450. Last year Twenty Grand’s portion was 
$48,725. 

It was stated last week that Mrs. Graham Fair 
Vanderbilt’s Sweeping Light probably would be 
started for the first time of the year in the Wood 
Memorial next Saturday. Trainer Alex B. Gor- 
don has engaged Frank Coltiletti to ride the son 
of Manna in all his stakes engagements this sea- 
son. 

The best New York work of any Derby candi- 
date, time alone considered, is that of the Green- 
tree Stable’s Curacao, which did a mile in 1:39 
2-5 at Belmont Park April 21. 


DEATH OF ALEX B. ROSE. 

While attending a National League baseball 
game in Cincinnati last Sunday afternoon, Alex 
B. Rose, 53, widely-known Lexington lawyer, 
suffered a cerebral hemorrhage and died three 
hours later in Christ Hospital, Cincinnati. His 
body was removed to his home in Lexington and 
interment was in Calvary Cemetery, following 
funeral services at the residence, 1010 Fincastle 
Road. Mr. Rose is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
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Lilly O. Rose; two sons, Alex and Thomas M., 
and a daughter, Willie Mae. His son, Thomas, 
was with him at the ball game and promptly 
communicated with his mother who was accom- 
panied from Lexington to Cincinnati by the other 
son and daughter, so that all were with him at 
the time of his death. His only sister is Mrs. 
Lilly R. Barkley, of Lexington. Alex Rose was 
very popular among Turfmen and racing fans 
in this part of the country. A man of even tem- 
per, good habits and steady application to his 
business, he had become quite well-to-do, and 
died with the reputation of having been a square- 
shooter and fair in all matters. 


LEXINGTON PADDOCK SALE. 


In the paddock at the Kentucky Association 
track, Saturday morning, April 23, at 10 
o’clock, John W. Bain, auctioneer, cried a sale 
of Thoroughbred horses in the paddock. For the 
account of D. A. Crosby, assignee for Garrett 
Watts, 17 were sold for a total of $1,955, average 
$115. Three, the property of Eugene Rucker, 
were sold for $1,700, average $566.67, and two, 
the property of J. F. O’Neil, brought $35. The 
aggregate for 22 head was $3,690, average 
$167.73.

E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Co., New York, came to Lexington Saturday, 
April 23, in the interest of J. H. Whitney and 
spent the greater portion of the day at Green- 
tree Farm and the C. V. Whitney Farm. He had 
been at the J. H. Whitney stable at Havre de 
Grace on Friday. When he departed from Lex- 
ington he said he would stop at Llangollen Farm, 
Mr. Whitney’s place at Upperville, Va. He is 
making an inspection of the Thoroughbreds 
owned by the popular young sportsman as a 
special order from the owner. 

Speaking of the prospects for the yearling 
sales at Saratoga in August, Mr. Tranter said: 
“After discussion with men prominent in finan- 
cial affairs and with sportsmen in the East, I 
cannot see that the yearling sales this year will 
be worse than last year, and my expectation is 
that they will be better.” 

Mr. Tranter said the schedule of dates for the 
August sales is in the making and that it will 
be announced in due course. 


DEATH OF JOHN L. PAUL. 

While at Aurora, Ill., with a string of horses, 
John L. Paul suffered a heart attack and died in 
the evening of Monday, April 18. His body was 
shipped to his home at Lexington and, following 
services, was interred in Lexington Cemetery. 
John L. Paul came from a family of horse 
trainers and riders and, while not in the top 
flight of his profession, as measured by employ- 
ment and success in winning many races, he was 
a good and capable man. His chief distinction 
was in his having trained Reveille Boy when he 
won the American Derby at Washington Park 
in 1930. 


KENTUCKY DERBY EDITION. 

The Kentucky Derby number of the Kentucky 
Progress Magazine, which is to come off the 
press this week, is described by Editor C. Frank 
Dunn, in a story sent out to the press of the 
State, as “the handsomest edition ... in the 
four-year history of the Kentucky Progress Com- 
mission.”

World’s Two-Minute Stop,” by Carl Bernhardt, 
of the staff of The Cincinnati Enquirer. A valu- 
able article is “Kentucky’s Thoroughbred Horse 
Breeders,” by Thomas B. Cromwell, editor of 
THE BLoop-Horse. “Odds and the Glory,” by J. 
A. Estes, associate editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE,” 
includes the story of Dr. Elisha Warfield’s pre- 
diction concerning the great stallion, Lexington, 
and the subsequent fulfillment of that predic- 
tion. 


DEATH OF HENRY POWER. 

Henry Power, 71, retired merchant, father of 
Mrs. E. F. Prichard, wife of Tannery’s owner, 
died at his home in Paris, Ky., April 22, after 
an illness of nine weeks. Tannery ran under 
George Henze’s colors when he won the Camden 
Handicap the following day at Lexington. Mr. 
Power numbered among his friends many Thor- 
oughbred horse breeders of the Blue Grass 
Region. 


JEFFERSON LIVINGSTON’S ESTATE. 
Jefferson Livingston, who died February 9, 
1931, left an estate of $437,195, most of which 
was distributed among his relatives. His Thor- 
oughbred holdings were valued at $9,600.

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THE GOLD RUSH. 


T has been eighty-odd years since those stories 

came East about picking gold nuggets out of 
the creek banks of California. The _ stories 
started such a migration of gold-seekers as had 
never been seen before. Now there are tales 
coming over the Rockies concerning crowds of 
25,000 and 30,000 and more attending the races 
at Tanforan and of other thousands that stay 
away only because they have so much trouble 
getting in. No such crowds attend races any- 
where else in America, except on days when a 
race of exceptional importance, such as the Ken- 
tucky Derby, Preakness or Classic, is run. At 
Tanforan there have been no races of much im- 
portance, although there have been good pro- 
grams. 

Apparently we are about to behold the pros- 
pect of race track promoters rushing hat in hand 
across the mountains to the ocean-cooled valleys 
of California, mumbling over “handle” and 
“take” as they go. If this new “gold rush’ ma- 
terializes, California racing is in danger of suf- 
fering from too great commercialization and its 
consequent evils. California, we believe, is wel- 
coming racing as a sport and not as a business. 

Leaders of the new gold rush appear to be 
Joseph M. Smoot and Martin J. Winn, who were 
frustrated last year in their efforts to promcte a 
new track in Florida. Mr. Smoot is saying that 
he has arranged for financing a $1,500,000 racing 
plant at Los Angeles. Three sites, he says, are 
under consideration, one in the city limits, the 
other two in the suburbs. A winter season of 
60 days is contemplated for the course, he states 
(which would do no telling what to Agua Cali- 
ente). 

Several other promoters have had plans brew- 
ing for some time, but none of them appears to 
have advanced as far toward a_ stock-selling 
campaign as Messrs. Smoot and Winn. 

What the profits of the Tanforan venture un- 
der the able direction of Joseph A. Murphy have 
amounted to is not known, but it is probably the 
most successful meeting of the year. Eight 
races a day are being run. The $500 minimum 
purses were raised to $600, and then to $700. The 
39-day meeting will end May 14, as scheduled, 
it was announced last week, and no future meet- 
ing at the track will extend more than 30 days. 
The fall meeting this year will begin earlier than 
the usual late November opening date, in order 
to allow the meeting to finish before Christmas. 


GALLANT SIR’S TANFORAN VICTORY. 


The victory of the Northway Stable’s Gallant 
Sir (3-y-o, 108) in the Bay Area Handicap 
($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, mile and 70 
yards) at Tanforan Saturday, April 16, was im- 
pressive enough that the colt was loaded on a 
car three days later and shipped to Churchill 
Downs for the Kentucky Derby. The son of *Sir 
Gallahad III got away from the barrier none 
too well, made a strong run on the first turn 
until in a contending position, was caught in 
close quarters on the second turn and obliged 
to take up twice, but found his way through the 
field as it turned into the stretch and then went 
on to victory by two lengths. S. H. Lee’s Joe 
Flores (3-y-0, 102) finished well to take second 
money, beating another fast finisher, Abe Bartel- 
stein’s Sidney Grant (115). The Oak Tree 


Stable’s Bahamas (3-y-o, 105) was fourth. The 
others: Dr. Freeland (119), Seth’s Hope (109), 
Good and Hot (103), Jim Dandy (106), Durango 
(3-y-o, 100), Liolele (105), Ervast (107).

J. Pollard, thrown from Sparkling 
Star, wrenched a leg muscle, and Sparkling Star, 
running riderless, bumped into and knocked down 
General Keeps after the finish. General Keeps’ 
rider, Longden, was knocked unconscious.

Ralph Beaver Strassburger’s Bishop’s Rock 
won the Prix Marroniers at Longchamps April 17. 

Prince Aly Khan, son of the Aga Khan, bought 
from Senator J. J. Parkinson in Ireland the good 
2-year-old Bismarck. 

At Warwick, England, Lady Carrick had two 
starters in different races April 5, and both of 
them won. She had never before started a horse. 

Miss Dorothy Paget will attempt the difficult 
feat of winning, with her horse, Insurance, the 
Paris Hurdle Race, the most valuable and most 
famous hurdle race in the world. 

Baron von Reitzenstein, 75, a well known 
figure of the German Turf, died recently. He 
was a breeder, owner, trainer and rider, and only 
last September took part in a race near Berlin. 

John Hay Whitney’s American racer, Lone 
Eagle II, won the Ludlow Steeplechase at Lud- 
low, England, April 21. He beat H. H. Rose’s 
Oxandass and 10 others for the purse of £300. 

John Count McCormack announced in London 
that he is selling his string of racers because of 
financial stringency. Said he: “I don’t mind 
singing for unemployed miners, but I object to 
singing for unemployed horses.” 

Margaret Lady Nelson, who was the first 
woman owner to win the Grand National Steeple- 
chase (with Ally Sloper in 1915), died April 6 in 
England. She had extensive racing interests, 
which were restricted in 1929 and afterwards. 

Place betting rules for the totalisator have 
been changed in England. Formerly the machine 
paid on three places when there were eight or 
more runners and on two places when there were 
five, six or seven. Now dividends are paid on three 
places when there are seven or more runners and 
on two places when there are five or six runners. 

Edgar Wallace, according to The Daily Mail 
(London) died with debts of about $300,000, as- 
sets about $67,680, and no personal estate. Mrs. 
Wallace explained it by “heavy racing losses and 
the fact that in recent years we had been living 
above our income.” The insurance policy taken 
out on Mr. Wallace’s life before his trip to Cali- 
fornia will be paid to a film corporation, not to 
his widow. 

The Prix La Jonchere, 1,400 meters, feature 
at Longchamps, Paris, Sunday, April 17, was won 
by W. E. Celestin’s Canute, 3-year-old chestnut 
son of Aethelstan (by *Teddy) and Chocolate 
Cream, by Jarnac. Ziani was second and Pierre 
Wertheimer’s Le Commissaire third. Chocolate 
Cream, dam of the winner, has an American an- 
cestry; her dam was Water Violet, by *Water- 
cress out of Pansy, by Virgil.

Campfire was transferred last October from 
the Claiborne Stud of Arthur B. Hancock at 
Paris, Ky., to the Stadacona Stud of Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles W. Williams, Glyndon, Md., hav- 
ing been purchased by Mr. and Mrs. Williams 
from Mr. Hancock. In March Campfire had an 
attack of locomotor-ataxia and was partly para- 
lyzed. For a time it was feared that he would 
not be able to cover the mares which had been 
booked to him for this season. However, care- 
ful nursing, under the direction of Dr. H. A. 
Meisner, has restored the horse to health. At 
the request of the owners and the suggestion 
of Dr. Meisner, Humphrey S. Finney, stud mas- 
ter at S. W. Labrot’s Holly Beach Farm, recent- 
ly made a fertility test of the stallion and re- 
ported that he made an excellent showing. Camp- 
fire is now making successful services, and ap- 
parently will soon have his full strength again, 
according to Mr. \Finney.

Airliner died of intestinal trouble at Columbia, 
South Carolina. 

John Kermath bought the steeplechaser Huffy 
from the Mereworth Stud. 

F. Whitaker, former rider, seriously ill, is in 
a sanitarium at Enfield, N. C. 

Lawrence O’Brien sent out nearly 1,200 badges 
for the Havre de Grace meeting. 

Mrs. John Hay Whitney is reported negotiating 
for a contract on Jockey L. Ensor. 

J. Parmalee claimed Impish for $4,000 from 
the Wheatley Stable at Havre de Grace. 

Jockey C. Critchfield is able to be about. His 
leg was broken at Havana last winter. 

D. V. Veneziano claimed Garlic from J. E. 
Smallman for $2,000 at Havre de Grace. 

Red Whisk, owned by C. C. VanMeter, bucked 
his shins in winning his first start, at Lexington. 

F. Weiner’s Relic broke her neck in a fall at 
Jamaica April 19 and died. Her jockey, A. Col- 
lins, had his collar bone broken. 

Felix Spatola’s Wise Count and Grace Blot- 
ter were transferred to E. C. Grogan and will 
continue to be trained by Elmer Trueman. 

J. McGovern, a stable hand who was working 
for the Rancocas Stable at the time Ladana was 
poisoned last summer, was put off the Jamaica 
course by the Pinkertons and warned to stay off. 

Following a more careful survey of economic 
conditions in the vicinity of Columbus, Ohio, the 
three-day race meeting scheduled to open at 
Beulah Park Thursday, April 21, was declared off. 

T. P. Hayes is to take the main division of 
the Warm Stable string to New York meetings 
following the close of the Churchill Downs meet- 
ing. Epithet and The Nut are in the string. 

Dr. M. E. Johnston has returned to his Melrose 
Farm, Lexington, after having spent much of 
the winter in Florida. His son, Morrison C. 
Johnston, is training six horses at the Kentucky 
Association course. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. M. Thomas, of New York and 
Boston, were visitors to Lexington for the first 
time last week end. They came to see Mr. 
Thomas’ mare, Bandera, and her filly foal by 
Chatterton, at Hon. Leslie Combs’ Belair Farm. 

Jockey H. Roble, under contract to John 
Marsch, of Chicago, took his departure from 
Lexington last week and was reported to have 
gone to his home at Chicago. Trainer Phil 
Reuter said he could not account for the boy’s 
action. 

Two Thoroughbreds, Red June and Dean Lad, 
disappeared from their barn at the Kentucky 
Association track, Lexington, about midnight of 
Monday, April 18. Wednesday morning they were 
discovered grazing on the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. 

Under instructions from Owner C. V. Whitney 
not to run Equipoise too frequently, Trainer Fred 
Hopkins decided against starting the colt in 
either the Philadelphia Handicap or the Dixie 
Handicap. In the former he would have had to 
carry 131 pounds, and in the latter 132, includ- 
ing a four-pound penalty. 

Fighting in the jockeys’ room cost Jockeys 
C. McCrossen and H. Fisher $50 each when the 
stewards heard about it. Fisher had ridden Joey 
Bibb and McCrossen had been on Betty Derr in 
the feature race the opening day at Lexington. 
Both were beaten by Tannery. Fisher blamed 
McCrossen for interference suffered by Joey 
Bibb.

CHANGES IN RACING RULES 


HE Kentucky State Racing Commission on 

Saturday, April 16, issued its new book of 
Rules of Racing as adopted at a meeting held in 
Lexington on March 19, 1932. The previous 
book of rules was issued as revised on April 
25, 1924. 


During the eight years of elapsed time between 
the two books, a number of new rules and amend- 
ments had been made, all of which appear to 
have been incorporated in this latest revision. 
It is interesting to note the changes by compari- 
son of the two books. 

Rule 1 in the 1924 book stated the officers 
of the Commission to consist of chairman, vice- 
chairman and secretary to be elected by the 
Commission. Rule No. 1 in the new book pro- 
vides for the election of an assistant secretary 
also. 

Rule 5 in the old book included the require- 
ment that “regular meetings of the Commission 
shall be held quarterly.” This requirement is 
eliminated from the new book. 

The language of rule 50, requiring licensed 
associations to submit names of racing officials 
for the Commission’s approval, has been slightly 
changed to make its purpose better understood. 

In the new book rule 53, fixing the amount 
of added money to purses according to the popu- 
lation of the communities in which the race 
track is located, reads: 

At a track located in a city in Kentucky, having a 
population of 250,000, or within 15 miles of the cor- 
porate limits of any city of such population situated in 
Kentucky, or in any adjoining state, the association 
conducting such track shall give in purses, an amount 
in cash, which, if averaged, will equal $900 per race. 
The association may, however, give more or less than 
$900 in any one race, but never less than $800 per race, 
but the total so given, when averaged, must equal $900 
per race, and no stake shall be given to which is added 
less than $5,000 in cash. At a track located in a city 
in Kentucky of less than 150,000 population, or within 
15 miles of the corporate limits of any city of such 
population situated in Kentucky, or in any adjoining 
state, the association conducting such track shall give 
in purses an amount in cash, which, when averaged, 
will equal $600 per race. The association may, how- 
ever, give more or less than $600 in any one race, but 
never less than $500 per race, but the total so given, 
when averaged, must equal $600 per race and no 
stake shall be given to which is added less than $2,500 
in cash. These specified amounts shall be exclusive 
of any entrance or starting fee that may be charged. 


Any violation of this rule shall be punished by revo- 
cation of license. 


The changes which have been made by the 
Commission can best be noted by comparison 
with the rule 53 in the book of 1924, which read: 

At a track located in a citv in Kentucky, having a 
population of 350,000, or within 10 miles of the cor- 
porate limits of any citv of such population situated 
in Kentucky, or in an adjoining state, there shall be no 
race given to which is added less than an average of 
$1.500 in cash, and no stakes to which is added less than 
$2,000 in cash. At a track located in a city in Ken- 
tucky of less than 350,000 and more than 200,000, or 
within 10 miles of the corporate limits of any city of 
such population situated in Kentucky, or in an adjoining 
state, there shall be no race given to which is added 
less than an average of $1,200 in cash, and no stakes 
to which is added less than $2.000 in cash. At a track 
located in a city in Kentucky of less than 150,000 popu- 
lation, or within ten miles of the corporate limits of 
any city of such population situated in Kentucky, or 
in an adjoining state, there shall be no race given to 
which is added less than an average of $800 in cash, 
and irrespective of any average, there shall be no race 
given to which is added less than $700 in cash, and no 
stakes to which is added less than $1,500 in cash. 
These specified amounts shall be exclusive of any en- 
trance or starting fee that may be charged. Any vio- 


lation of this rule shall be punished by revocation of 
license. 


In the old book rule 57 read: 
The commission deducted by the associations from 
Said pari-mutuel pools shall not exceed five (5) per 


cent of the gross amount of money handled, and the 
breaks, which shall not exceed one per cent. Any 
violation of this rule shall be punished by revocation 
of license. 

In the new book rule 57 reads: 

The commission deducted by the associations from 
the pari-mutuel pools shall not exceed ten (10) per 
cent of the gross amount handled and the _ breaks, 
which breaks shall be made and calculated to the pen- 
ny. Any violation of this rule shall be punished by 
revocation of license. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE suggests that the rule could 
have been improved by stating that “the breaks 
shall be made, calculated and paid to the penny.” 

Old rule 58 read: 

Betting shall cease and the pari-mutuel machines be 
locked when the barrier is raised and the horses leave 
the post. 

New rule 58 reads: 

“Betting shall cease when the barrier is raised and 
the horses leave the post. 

It will be interesting to know why the State 
Racing Commission has done away with the lock- 
ing of the machines. It does not seem to be bet- 
ter for the public. 

A new rule, given the number, 58a, reads: 

A supervisor of the pari-mutuel betting shall be ap- 
pointed annually by the Commission, and shall be com- 
pensated by the association where he is employed. The 
duties of such supervisor shall be determined, from 
time to time if needful, by the Commission. Such su- 
pervisor shall be subject to removal at any time by 
the Commission. 

Early in its activities the State Racing Com- 
mission found it necessary to create the office 
of supervisor of pari-mutuels as a guarantee to 
the public that it was getting a square deal from 
the associations in the matter of the pari-mu- 
tuel pay off. The first supervisor was the late 
William Hopkins Laudeman, of Lexington. After 
his death, which occurred November 29, 1916, 
John B. McLaughlin, also of Lexington, was ap- 
pointed to the office, which he has since held 
and to which he was in March re-appointed by 
the present Commission. 

Rules 59 and 60, forbidding the dissemination 
of information to pool rooms, handbooks or their 
agents and providing a telegraph censor, are the 
same in both books with the exception that at 
the conclusion of rule No. 60 has been added 
the following: “The censor shall be subject to 
removal at any time by the commission.” 

The rules do not so state, but the practice is 
that both the supervisor and the censor are paid 
by the racing associations giving the meetings 
at which they serve, the salaries being fixed by 
the Commission. 

Rule 61 in the old book read: 

No association giving a race meeting under a license 
issued by the State Racing Commission shall permit 
bets to be made on or near the grounds of said as- 
sociation on any race run outside of said grounds, and 
no foreign book or gambling device of any kind shall 
be permitted on said grounds. 

In the new book the words “or near’ have 
been eliminated. The reason is obvious. Rac- 
ing associations could not be expected to control 
the actions of persons on nearby properties not 
of its ownership. 

In the old book rule 62 read: 


Any one guilty of making a handbook on the grounds 
of any association licensed by the Commission, during 
any race meeting thereof, shall be ejected from the 
grounds and denied further admission thereto, and 
any owner, trainer, jockey or other person interested 
in any horse or horses at said meeting, who shall be 
guilty of betting with or through any such handbook, 
shall be ejected from the grounds, fined or suspended, 
and the license of such persons who are licensed by 
this Commission shall be revoked. 


In the new bock rule 62 reads: 


Anyone guilty of making a handbook on the grounds 
of any association licensed by the Commission, shall be 
ejected from the grounds and denied further admission 
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thereto, and any owner, jockey or other person in- 
terested in any horse or horses at said meeting, who 
shall be guilty of betting with or through any such 
handbook, shall be ejected from the grounds or denied 
admission by order of the stewards. 


The Commission’s elimination of the words 
“during any race meeting thereof” from this rule 
is well understood to forbid the making of hand- 
books on the grounds at any time, which is as 
it should be. It is not clear, however, why the 
trainer has been exempted from punishment if 
he is exempted by elimination of the word 
“trainer” from the rule as it now reads. If it 
can be construed that the trainer is a person 
interested in the horse, then the trainer is amen- 
able under the rules, otherwise, it would appear 
that he is exempted. 


Rule 63 in the old book read: 

If any owner, trainer, jockey, stable employe, or 
other person solicits bets from the public by corre- 
spondence or other methods, to be made on the horses 
in any stable, such person or persons so offending shall 
be ruled off the course, fined or suspended in the dis- 
cretion of the stewards. 

Rule 63 in the new book reads: 

If any trainer, jockey, stable employe or other per- 
son solicits bets from the public by correspondence or 
other methods, to be made on the horses in any stable, 
such person or persons so offending shall be ruled off 
the course or denied admission by order of the stew- 
ards. 


The purposeful intent in eliminating the word 
owner from the new rule is not well understood, 
unless it is intended to include him under the 
expression “other persons.’’ However, it would 
appear that the rule is weakened by this elimi- 
nation. 


Rule 64 now reads: 

Every person or horse expelled or ruled off by any 
recognized Turf authority for corrupt, or fraudulent 
or improper practice or conduct, or by the American 
or National Trotting Association, shall stand ruled off 
the courses licensed by the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. 


In this rule the words “corrupt or fraudulent 
or improper practice or conduct” have been sub- 
stituted for the word “fraud” in the old book. 

In the old book rule No. 68 read: 

A final appeal, in case of “ruling off’ of any per- 
son, by the stewards of any association racing under 
a license issued by the State Racing Commission, may 
be taken to the Racing Commission. 


In the new book the following paragraphs 
have been substituted for the rule 68 in the 
old book: 


68. If any person be aggrieved by any order of 
suspension, exclusion, ruling off or fine imposed by 
the stewards, such person may have a review of the 
decision of the stewards before the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission in the manner provided for in 
section 68a hereof. During the pendency of such re- 
view, the order of the stewards shall be operative and 
in full force and effect. 


68a. Any person aggrieved by the action or decision 
of the stewards of any association licensed by the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission may have a re- 
view of such action, or proceeding, or decision by the 
stewards by filing a written protest with the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission not later than five 
(5) days after such action, proceeding or decision by 
the stewards. 

The written protest shall be addressed to the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission and set forth the 
action, proceeding or decision of the stewards com- 
plained of and the date when such action, proceeding 
or decision occurred or was rendered. 

It shall request a specification of charges and a 
review by the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
of such charges or grounds upon which the action 
of the stewards was based. 

Thereupon the Chairman of the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission shall fix a time and place for said 
hearing and shall give notice in writing, by registered 
mail, to the last known address, to the party ag- 
grieved, of the time and place of such hearing and 
said written notice shall contain a specification of 
the charges or grounds to be reviewed. 

(a). The notice for the hearing must be issued and 


mailed not less than five (5) days nor more than 
thirty (30) days before the date of the hearing. _ 
(b). The Chairman shall preside at the said hearing 
and shall determine the order of introducing evidence. 
The party aggrieved shall have the right to appear. 
At the conclusion of the testimony the said Kentucky 
State Racing Commission shall immediately take the 
case under advisement, and shall, within ten (10) 
days after the hearing, make its findings, and, should 
its finding be to the effect that the person protesting 
against the rulings of the stewards was guilty of cor- 
rupt, or fraudulent or improper practice or conduct, 
or violation of any of the rules of the association, the 
Secretary of the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
shall at once so notify such person of such decision 
by the Kentucky State Racing Commission and the 
— of the said stewards shall be final and con- 
clusive. 

In the event the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion finds that the party protesting was not guilty, 
the action of the stewards shall be set aside and 
revoked. 


A new rule has been introduced into the new 
book under 70a. It reads: 

A riding helmet must be worn by every rider in a 
race. 

Rule 72 in the new book reads: 

No race for two-year-olds of a _ greater distance 
than four and one-half furlongs shall be given prior 
to May 1 of each year and no race for such horses 
of a less distance than five and one-half furlongs shall 
be given after September 15 of each year. 

The old rule fixed the time as June 1, so that 
the effect of the change is to permit races for 
two-year-olds at a greater distance than four 
and one-half furlongs a month earlier than for- 
merly. 


Rule No. 73 in the old book read: 

There shall be no race for horses three years old 
or upward of less distance than six furlongs. 

Rule 73 in the new book reads: 

At tracks provided with a chute at the six furlong 
pole there shall be no race for horses three years old 
or upward of a less distance than six furlongs. At 
tracks not so provided, no race shall be given at a 
distance shorter than five and one-half furlongs. 

This change was made because of the nar- 
rowness of the Lexington track at its six-furlong 
starting point. The word post is preferable to 
the word pole in expressing markers for race- 
track distances or divisions. 

Rule 74 in the new book reads: 

Not more than three overnight events of less dis- 
tance than a mile shall be given on any dav for horses 


three years old and upward unless conditions make 
it impossible to obtain sufficient entries to races of 
a mile or greater distance. 


In the old book the rule read “two” instead of 
“three overnight events.” The effect of this is 
to make it easier for racing secretaries to fill 
races with cheaper horses. 

In the old book rule 78 read: 


There shall be no race exclusively for two-year-olds 
at a greater distance than one mile. 

This rule has been repealed. 

A new rule has been entered as No. 84a in 
the present book. It reads: 

If any horse or horses should be excused by the 
stewards after the horses shall have left the paddock 
for the post, the money bet on any horse or horses 
so excused shall be deducted from the pool and refund- 
ed to the purchaser or purchasers of tickets on the 
horse or horses so excused. Provided, after the start, 
there shall be no refund. 

If any horse or horses should be disqualified for 
bringing in underweight, the money bet on any horse 
or horses so disaualified shall be deducted from the 
pool and refunded to the purchaser or purchasers of 
tickets on the horse or horses so disqualified. 

In the old book rule 94 read: 

Every owner or trainer shall, upon making an en- 
trv, be required to furnish the name of the jockey 
who rides his horse, or if this be not possible, he 
shall, in any event. be required to furnish it not later 
than 9 a. m. on the day of the race. He shall also, 
at the same time, report the equipment his horse 
carries in such race and this information shall be 
printed on the daily program. The name _ of the 
jockey who rode the said horse in his previous start 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


shall also be printed on the program, as well as equip- 
ment used in previous race. Equipment consists of 
whip, spurs, blinkers, bandages, tongue strap, weight 
carried, etc. 


In rule 94 in the new book the words “and 
this information shall be printed on the daily 
program. The name of the jockey who rode the 
said horse in his previous start shall also be 
printed on the program, as well as equipment 
used in previous race,”’ have been eliminated. 


In the old book rule 95 read: 

All handicap weights and program books must be 
submitted by the handicapper and Racing Secretary 
to the Manager of the racing association, who in turn 
must submit them to the stewards, and no weights or 
race conditions may be announced until approved by 
the Track Managers and Stewards. 

In the new book rule 95 has been repealed. 

In the old book rule 107 read: 

In case the name of a horse is changed, the new 
name, together with the former name, shall be pub- 
lished in the “official entries’ until after the horse 
has started five times. The violation of any part of 
this rule may be sufficient cause for ruling off. 


In the new book the number of times has been 
changed from five to three. 
In the old book rule 123 read: 


Not more than two horses of the same ownership 
or interest shall be entered in any purse or over- 
night event. 


In the new book rule 123 reads: 

Not more than two horses of the same ownership or 
interest shall be entered in any purse race or over- 
night event and both may start, or one or both may 
be declared at the option of the owner, but in con- 
formity with the rules governing declarations. 

New rules appear in the book as follows: 

124a. In the event a race shall be declared off, the 


Management may “‘‘split’’ any race that may have been 
previously closed. 


124b. If a race shall be divided, drawing shall be 
made for new post position. 


In rule 125 in the new book the owner who 
intends to start an eligible horse is required to 
so notify the entry clerk not later than 9 a. m., 
whereas in the old book the notice was required 
to be given not later than 9:15 a. m., on the 
day of the race. 


In the new book rule 126 carries an addition 
to the rule in the old book and it now reads: 


_ When a horse’s name appears in the entries and 
is also entered the following day, such entry will be 
given no consideration on the preferred list. 


New rules appear as follows: 

126a. If the owner of a horse on the also-eligible 
list deposits by 9 a. m. of the day of the race, an 
acceptance card with the Racing Secretary, indicating 
that he desires to start said horse, and is not given 
such opportunity because of insufficient declara- 
tions, the name of said horse shall be placed on the 
preferred list. The name of no horse shall be placed 
on the preferred list if the owner thereof did not 
accept, when presented, the opportunity of starting. 

If the name of a horse remains on the preferred 
list for five (5) successive racing days, and is not 
entered during such period in a race of similar dis- 
tance and conditions, such name shall be eliminated 
from said list. 

126b. Owners of horses on the preferred list must 
make claim of preference at the time of entry, and 
such signed entry must bear the word “preferred.” 
The stewards will adjust no claims that do not com- 
ply with this regulation. 

In the old book rule 130 read: 

The owner of a horse which is prevented from start- 
ing in a purse because of his failure to pay the jockey 
fee for that race, or arrears against him or his horse, 
shall be liable for the declaration fee, and he and his 
horse shall be suspended until same is paid. 

In the new book rule 130 reads: 

Any owner who has failed to pay the jockey fee, or 
arrears against him or any horse owned by him, may 
be suspended until same is paid. 

In the old book rule 149 read: 

When a person having more than one horse en- 
tered in a purse, shall declare one out, he thereby de- 
clares all out, but this rule shall not apply to han- 
dicaps. 


In the new book rule 149 is repealed. 

In the old book rule 150 read: 

Declarations in purse races when there are only 
eight entries or less, must be accompanied by five 
(5) per cent of the first money; when less than seven 
entries remain, none shall withdraw without the con- 
sent of the stewards, and then only upon payment of 
the declaration fee. 


In the new book rule 150 reads: 

In purse races with more than eight (8) horses, 
owners may declare out to that number by the speci- 
fied scratch time on the day of the race, such right 
to be determined by lot when necessary. Declarations 
below eight (8) may only be made by permission of 
the stewards. No declaration fee shall be required. 

In the old book rule 151 read: 

In purse races with more than eight entries, owners 
may declare out to that number free of charge. The 
right to declare free shall be determined by lot if occa- 
sion should require. 

In the new book it is repealed. 

In the old book rule 152 read: 

All declaration fees in purse races shall go, 60 per 
cent to the second horse and 40 per cent to the third 
horse. 

In the new book it is repealed. 

In the old book rule 157 read: 

No horse shall carry less than 84 pounds in any 
race, including apprentice allowance; fillies and mares 
shall in all cases be entitled to sex allowance. 

In the new book rule 157 reads: 

Except in handicaps and weight-for-age races, no 
horse shall carry less than 103 pounds in any race, 
including apprentice allowance and sex allowance al- 
lowed for fillies and mares. : 

Rule 158 was entirely re-written. In the new 
book it now reads: 

Any person who may desire to train or ride any 
horse upon tracks licensed by this Commission shall 
first procure from the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission a license to do so. 

Each such application shall be accompanied with the 
written statement of two reputable persons to the ef- 
fect that the applicant is personally known to them 
and that he is a person of good reputation and capa- 
ble of satisfactory performance of the vocation which 
he seeks to follow. 

Each trainer, jockey and apprentice jockey shall 
pay one dollar for his license, providing the applica- 
tion therefor shall be made prior to April first of 
each calendar year. After that date the fee for li- 
cense of each trainer and jockey shall be ten dollars, 
while the fee for an apprentice jockey shall be five 
dollars. 

Provided, however, should the apprenticeship of any 
apprentice jockey terminate after April first of any 
vear, and the apprentice jockev be required to secure 
a regular jockev’s license for the balance of the vear, 
the fee for such license and the voluntary contribu- 
tion shall be the same as though application was 
made prior to April first. 

_ Each and _ everv jockey’s and trainer's apvlication for 
license made prior to April first provided for herein 
shall be accompanied by the fee herein nrovided for 
together with an additional nine dollars. For each and 
every application made after April first the fee herein 
nrovided for shall be accompanied bv an additional 
sum of fifteen dollars from every trainer and jockey 
and the additional sum of five dollars from every ap- 
prentice jockey. 

This latter sum to be held and regarded as a vol- 
untary subscription or contribution by applicant to 
a fund to be created by the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission for the purpose among other things, of 
earing for jockeys injured while in the discharge of 
their duties, uvon tracks under the jurisdiction of this 
Commission. Distribution and expenditures of the fund 
thus created to be whollv within the discretion of the 
Kentucky Racing Commission. part of which fund may 
be used for the purpose of defraving any expense in- 
cident to its administration or for such other purpose 
as the Commission may deem expedient. 

The right of anv licensee to participate in said fund 
to cease upon expiration or revocation of his license, 
except for injury received prior to such expiration 
or revocation. 

The Commission mav. in its discretion. without as- 
signment of any reason for its action, denv to anv 
applicant the right of participation in said fund and, 
in no event, shall it be required to render an account- 
ing to contributors to said fund nor to any other 
agency. 


There has been inserted in the new book rule 
158a, reading: 
All applications of applicants for licenses shall be 
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referred to the License Committee, which shall consist 
of three or more members to be appointed annually 
by the Commission. Any member of such Committee 
may be removed at any time by the Commission. 


In the new book, 161la, a new rule, reads: 


Stewards are empowered to grant temporary licenses 
to trainers, jockeys, apprentice jockeys and agents. 
All licenses so granted are to be certified to the Com- 
mission for final action. 


Rule 162 in the old book read: 

A boy who, while under age, has never ridden a 
winner at a recognized meeting, may be granted an 
apprentice license for one year upon the aplication of 
his employer, and the apprentice shall not be_per- 
mitted to ride for anyone except his employer without 
his employer's permission. 

In the new book the words “while under age” 
have been eliminated from the rule. 


Rule 164 in the old book read: 

A boy who, while under age, has of his own free 
will, with the consent of his parents, parent or guar- 
dian, bound himself as an apprentice to any owner or 
trainer, for a term of not less than three years, by 
written contract, a certified copy of which shall be 
lodged with the State Racing Commission, may claim 
a five-pound allowance in all claiming races, except 
claiming handicaps or other claiming races wherein 
it is otherwise provided in the conditions, during the 
year for which his license has been granted, and dur- 
ing a period of one year from the date he rode his 
first winner. Allowance under this rule must be claim- 
ed at the time of entry and shall not be abandoned 
except by consent of the Stewards. 


In the new book the words “while under age”’ 
have been eliminated. The word “parent” has 
been eliminated so that it now reads: “with the 
consent of his parents or guardian.” 


Rule 169 has been changed and enlarged and 
in the new book reads: 

Any license issued by the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission may be revoked on account of corrupt, 
fraudulent or improper practice or conduct on the 
part of the licensee, by a proceeding before the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission. 

The rules governing such hearings are as follows: 

. Said hearings shall be held at the office of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission in Lexington, Ken- 
tuckv. or at such other place as may be designated 
in writing by the said Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission. 

2. Citations for hearings must be issued not less 
than five (5) nor more than thirty (30) days before 
the date of the hearing and such citations shall con- 
tain full statements of the charges preferred against 
the licensee, or any other person accused of corrupt, 
or fraudulent or improper practice. 

3. No citation shall be issued except upon prima 
facie showing of a violation of the rules or a showing 
of corrupt, or fraudulent or improper practice on the 
part of the licensee, or his agents, or servant or em- 
ployee. or owner, or upon the written complaint of 
some person of such wrong-doing on the part of the 
licensee, or his agent or servant or employe or owner. 

4. The original of the report of findings of the in- 
vestigation or complaint by other persons shall be 
filed with the Secretary of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. 

5. In all hearings the Chairman of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission shall conduct the proce- 
dure in an orderly and decorous manner and the rights 
of all concerned must be fairly and impartially con- 
sidered. 

6. The Kentucky State Racing Commission holding 
the hearing shall immediately take the case under ad- 
visement and shall, within ten (10) days after the 
hearing, make its findings, and should its findings 
be to the effect that the licensee or any other person 
subject to the investigation, had been guilty of cor- 
rupt. or fraudulent, or improper conduct or violation 
of the rules, the Secretary will at once so notify the 
licensee, or any other person subject to such findings 
and a copy of said findings shall be forwarded by 
registered mail. to the last known address of the li- 
censee, or the person who was the subject of the in- 
vestigation, and the decision and the rulings of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission revoking the li- 
cense or ruling off any person or the horses of any 
offender found guilty, after such hearing, of corrupt. 
or fraudulent or improper conduct, shall be final and 
conclusive. 

In the old book it was specified that the fee 
for races worth $600 or less to the winning horse 


the fee for losing mount to be $5 and for 
winning mount $15. 


The new rule, 176, now reads: 

The fee to a jockey in all races shall be, in the 
absence of a special agreement, $10 for a losing mount, 
and $25 for a winning mount. In case an owner or 
trainer shall engage two or more jockeys for the 
same race, he shall pay the losing fee for each jockey 
so engaged who does not ride in that race. 

New rules appear in the new book as follows: 

185a. Unless a jockey shall have been ruled off or 
indefinitely suspended for fraud, he shall be permit- 
ted to ride all horses for which he has been engaged 
on the day of his punishment, except that he shall 
have become physically or mentally incapacitated. 

185b. All jockeys temporarily suspended shall be 
permitted during such suspension to fulfill all en- 
gagements in stake races, and shall be permitted on 
the day following such temporary suspension to ful- 
fill all engagements for such day made prior to such 
suspension, unless fraud has been committed. 


Rule 187 in the new book reads: 

Any person not being an owner or trainer or the 
authorized agent of an owner in good standing, con- 
tracting with or managing an apprentice or jockev 
shall be barred from all privileges or ruled off. All 
engagements for riding for apprentices and jockeys 
under contract must be made by the owner, trainer 
or authorized agent of the owner: all engagements for 
apprentices and jockeys not under contract must be 
made through the office of the Secretary, and all ap- 
prentices and jockeys not under contract desiring 
mounts must file their names with the Secretary. 


All of that portion beginning with and after 
the words “all engagements for riding” is an 
addition to the old rule. 


Rule 198 in the old book read: 

The horse must be started by the jockev, but with 
the sanction of the starter it may be led to its po- 
sition, and it must be free of all hands other than 
those of the jockey before the starter releases the 
barrier. The jockey must not dismount, except to 
remedy insecure equipment. 

In the new book rule 1988 reads:: 

The horse must be started by the jockey, but with 
the sanction of the starter it may be led to its po- 
sition. The jockev must not dismount, except to rem- 
edy insecure equipment. 

It will be noted that the State Racing Com- 
mission has eliminated the words “and it must 
be free of all hands other than those of the 
jockey before the starter releases the barrier.” 
THE BLOOD-HORSE wonders what the public thinks 
of this change. 

The rules governing claiming races, numbers 
207 to 213 inclusive. in the new book have been 
entirely changed and they were as published on 
page 562 of THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week end- 
ing April 9. 

Rule 237 in the old book read: 

The engagements of a horse claimed out of a claim- 
ing race pass with the horse to the claimant. 

Rule 237 in the new book reads: 

The engagements of a horse claimed out of a claim- 
ing race do not automatically pass with the horse to 
the claimant. Transfer of such engagement is left 
to the option of the nominator or successor nomina- 
tor, in the event ownership has passed from the orig- 
inal nominator. 

A new rule is numbered 257a and reads: 

Any person or persons who shall, knowingly, take 
over to break, train or race, anv horse or horses, be- 
longing to or under the supervision, management or 
control of anv person or persons who stand suspended 
from the turf may, themselves, be fined or suspended. 


In the new book rule 259a reads: 

Racing officials appointed. or whose appointments 
are approved by the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion, shall not, directly or indirectly, for a commis- 
sion or gratuity, or otherwise, sell or buy at private 
sale, for himself or another, any thoroughbred horse; 
nor shall he directly or indirectiy, buy or sell any 
contract upon any jockey or apprentice for himself 
or another; nor shall he write or solicit horse in- 
surance. 

Rule 263 in the old book read: 

During the running of a race, one of the stewards 
shall station himself on some part of the course where 
he may observe the running of the race, or other mat- 
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ters relating thereto, and immediately thereafter re- 
port to the other stewards any wrongful or suspicious 
conduct coming to his notice. Stewards shall alter- 
nate in performing this duty. 

This rule has been repealed. 

A new rule, numbered 263a reads: 

It shall be the duty of one or more of the stewards 
to be in daily attendance at the office of the Racing 
Secretary at a time not later than ten minutes be- 
fore scratch time and to remain until closing of en- 
tries. 

In the new book the following, not in the old 


book, appears: 

268a. The starter shall daily change the position 
on the track, of each of his assistant starters. The 
starter shall not notify the assistant starters of their 
positions until after the horses shall have left the 
paddock for the first race. 

268b. All two-year-olds must be properly schooled 
before being entered in a race. The starter shall 
approve all entries of two-year-olds before they are 
allowed to start. 

In the old book rule 275 read: 

Fines must be paid within 48 hours.’ Delinquents 
may be suspended or ruled off. 

In the new book rule 275 reads: 

All fines shall be paid to the Secretary of the course 
within a period of forty-eight (48) hours after their 
imposition. Any person failing to liquidate a fine may 
be suspended or ruled off and his license may be re- 
voked. 

Within fifteen days after the close of each meeting, 
the secretary shall report and remit to the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission all fines imposed and col- 
lected in pursuance of this rule, reporting the name 
of the person fined, the amount of each fine, the cause 
for its imposition and the date or dates upon which 
same was paid. 

All fines so paid and collected shall by the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission be placed in the fund pro- 
vided for in rule 158 and by it disbursed as provided 
in said rule. 

This completes the changes. It would be well 
for all owners, trainers, jockeys and others in- 
terested in racing to have copies of the Rules of 
Racing. They can be obtained from or at the 
office of the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
Parlor B, Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, Ky.

From Jo Zach Miller III we have received a 
book of entry blanks for the third annual spring 
race meeting of the Mission Valley Hunt Club, 
to be held May 14 at the club grounds, 83rd 
Street and Mission Road, 12 miles southwest of 
Kansas City, Mo. The program, sanctioned by 
the hunts committee of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association, will include the fol- 
lowing events: Farmers’ flat race, no entry fee; 
Kansas City Steeplechase, entry fee $10; drag 
hunt, Mission Valley hounds; Mission Valley 
Hunt Purse (over timber), entry fee $10; River- 
side Jockey Club purse (on flat, at catch 
weights), entry fee $5; Members’ race (over tim- 
ber), no entry fee. Here is another example of 
how interest among amateurs is extending the 
territory of the Thoroughbreds in new directions.

Which Destroyed Stable No. 28 at the Kentucky Associ- 
ation Track, Lexington, Saturday Night, April 16, 1932 


14 Thoroughbred Horses Were Lost 


ONLY TWO WERE INSURED 


The loss in horses by that fire amounted to approximately $50,000. 
That sum could have been saved to the owners of those horses had they 
exercised the simple business expedient of insurance. 


Those horses could have all been covered with the Car & General 
Insurance Corporation, Limited, of London, as was one of them, Battle 
Sweep, at the 415 per cent race horse rate.
